the 'Spacehive' funding scheme, 
if the full target is not raised, 
none of the money pledged so 
far can be collected. 

The money will go towards 
both renovating and extending 
the Lodge, part of which will be 
a new office for the Friends of 
Tower Hamlets Cemetery Park. 

The volunteer organisation 
manages the park, which is 
now a nature reserve having 
closed for burials in 1966. 

A year-round community 
cafe and events space are part 
of the redevelopment plans. 

Additionally, a lab will be 
built for science and conserva- 
tion workshops aimed at chil- 
dren and adults. 

Cemetery Park manager Ken 
Greenway said: “Our park offers 
residents unrivalled access to 
nature and enjoyment of 
the natural world. 

“These funds would help us 
build a much-needed green 
hub for the park, where art, 
nature and traditional skills 
can be taught and celebrated. 

“As the only woodland in the 
borough, we want to create a 
hub for learning and training

around how you manage and 
care for biodiversity 
“We need this space to en- 
hance the health and wealth of 
tomorrow's generation.” 

Mr Greenway, who has been 
with the Friends for 13 years, said 
the expansion would benefit the 
whole community 
He added: “7,000 children 
from local schools already 
visit the park each year to learn 
about wildlife. 

“We also want businesses 


to use the park as a place to 
have meetings in affordable 
office space. 

“We would like to improve 
what we already offer. We want 
to run workshops and appren- 
ticeships in traditional crafts - 
and to extend our forest school, 
to help children enjoy nature. 

“The extension would give 
somewhere for indoor classes 
and a place to get changed into 
wellies and waterproofs.”

95% of kids get primary choice

THE waiting is over for 
parents as the majority of 
children - 94.8 per cent - 
starting primary school 
in September have gained 
a place at one of their top 
three choices. 

The performance is one of the 
best in London - the capital's 
average is 92.6 per cent. 


The council's primary school 
admissions policy alongside its 
pupil place planning strategy 
was designed to meet the 
increased demand for school 
places. 

In the past five years, the 
equivalent of 1,785 permanent 
extra primary school places 
have been provided by the 
council and a further 1,050 
more will be created from 


the new school year in 
September. 

School places in the capital are 
allocated using the Pan-London 
Co-ordinated Admissions 
Scheme. It has been in effect for 
primary schools since 2011 and 
allows more parents to be allo- 
cated a school of their choice by 
a fairer distribution of available 
offers. Parents fill out a single 
application form that is then

The success of the primary 
school admissions policy in the 
borough comes weeks after 
similar rates for pupils starting 
secondary school. 

In March it was announced 
that 93.55 per cent of pupils 
gained a place at one of their top 
three choice secondary schools 
in Tower Hamlets.

Fine fox illegal txadex 

Enforcement Officers caught Whitechapel man selling illegally imported cigarettes

A MAN was fined almost 
£2,000 after being found 
guilty of illegal street 
trading. 

Somsul Haq of Quaker Street, 
Whitechapel, was selling 
illegally imported cigarettes in 
Whitechapel Market when he 
was stopped by Tower Hamlets 


Enforcement Officers in Au- 
gust last year. 

Officers seized 32 packets of 
cigarettes and five packets of 
hand-rolling tobacco, which 
were passed to the council's con- 
sumer and business regula- 
tions service. 

Haq appeared at Thames 
Magistrates' Court on April 9 
and was found guilty of two 


offences - distributing products 
with non-English health 
warnings and for illegal street 
trading. 

The court heard how he had 
previously been cautioned for 
a similar offence and ruled he 
pay £600 for the lack of English 
health warnings, £200 for ille- 
gal street trading, costs of £1,138 
and a £60 victim surcharge. 


The council continues to crack 
down on people selling 
illegally imported tobacco prod- 
ucts and those trading without 
a licence in Tower Hamlets.

Postal and

Proxy voting enables an 


elector to appoint a person to 
vote on their behalf if the 
elector is unable to go to the 
polling station on the day.

■ Applications to vote by proxy 
must reach the elections team 
by 5pm on Tuesday, April 28.

Genetic research 
study needs you 


News from Barts

IF you are of Pakistani 
and Bangladeshi heritage 
and plan to attend one of 
our hospitals or clinics, 
you will be invited to 
take part in the world’s 
largest community- based 
genetics study. 

Our patients and staff of 
Pakistani and Bangladeshi 
origin are among 100,000 local 
people being asked to donate 
confidential saliva samples for 
genetic research. 

The study is open to all adults 
aged 16 and over with and 
without health problems who 
are of Bangladeshi, British- 
Bangladeshi, Pakistani or 
British-Pakistani heritage. 

Volunteers will donate a 
saliva sample which will be 
examined for genetic informa- 
tion and linked with their 
health records. Participation is 
confidential.

Consultant in diabetes 
and metabolism Tahseen 
Chowdhury is urging others to 
join in. 

Tahseen explained: “As a 
British-Bangladeshi, I am aware 
of the high risk of long-term 
conditions we suffer. 

“Any approach to finding out 
more about how we can help 
reduce the burden of these 
conditions is of great value to our 
community. 

“Taking part was quick, pain- 
less and easy.”

In addition, Pakistani men 
have the highest rate of heart 
disease in the UK and 
people of South Asian origin are 
five times more likely to have 
type 2 diabetes. 

Could you spot 
bowel cancer? 

APRIL is bowel cancer awareness 
month. Led by charity Bowel 
Cancer UK, it aims to make 
sure that more people recognise 
possible signs of the disease and 
seek help. 

In Tower Hamlets, it is the sec- 
ond most common cause of 
death from cancer, with 60 
people diagnosed each year. 
Statistics show that only half are 
likely to survive. 

Common symptoms of bow- 
el cancer are: 

■ blood in faeces 

■ a change in bowel habits - 
such as to more frequent and 
looser faeces 

■ stomach pain. 

The most important thing 
you can do is to know the pos- 
sible signs and, if you spot any- 
thing that worries you, speak to 
your GP as soon as possible. 

These symptoms are very 
common and often caused by 
a number of minor health 
conditions, but the symptoms 
of bowel cancer don't necessar- 
ily make you feel ill, so it is im- 
portant not to take any chances. 

You may be at higher risk of 
developing bowel cancer if you 
are over 60, have a family 
history of the disease, eat lots of 
red meat, are overweight or 
smoke. You can reduce your 
risk by cutting down on alcohol 
and taking regular exercise. 

Everyone aged between 
60 and 74 across England is 
invited every two years for a 
faecal occult blood test at home 
which looks for blood in faeces. 

Please don't miss your oppor- 
tunity. And if you are 75 or 
over, request the test by calling 
free on 0800 707 60 60.

STEVE Cook has worked in 
many fields, from comics 
to advertising, fashion to 
lecturing but taking 
photos has always been an 
enduring passion. 

And this has enabled him to 
capture many decades of a 
changing world, work that has 
now been recognised by the 
National Portrait Gallery 

The gallery, in Trafalgar 
Square, has acquired four of his 
photos to add to its collection of 
more than 200,000 portraits 
spanning the 16th to the 21st 
centuries. 

The four they have chosen are 
all black and white and taken 
in the 1980s and '90s but they 
are just a tiny part of his own 
collection taken from the 1970s 
onwards. 

Now 56 and living in Langdon 
Park, he started taking photos 
as a ten-year-old when he won 
a plastic camera at a talent 
show. Since then it has been an 
important part of his life, 
through his many different 
jobs which have given him the 
opportunity to use his camera. 

"I could never quite decide 
whether I wanted to be an 
artist, a designer or a photog- 
rapher, but I've somehow man- 
aged all three, and each has 
informed the other,” he told 
the gallery in an interview. 

Speaking to East End Life, he 
said: “Photography is the thing 
I have always done, even while 
I was working in other jobs.” 

Steve has mostly worked in 
black and white and, although 
he has toyed with digital 
photography, he has started 
using analogue cameras again. 

“There's something reassur- 
ing about the click of an old 
shutter,” he laughed. 

Steve started working as a 
stylist in a photographic studio, 
followed by work at an 
advertising agency and at the 
same time taking photos of 
clientele at some of London's 
most prestigious restaurants. 

The eighties saw him

photographing such celebrities 
as Andy Warhol, Gary Numan, 
Depeche Mode, Ultravox and 
Freddie Mercury. 

At the same time he was 
working in comics, with Marvel 
for five years - famous for Spi- 
derman and The Hulk - followed 
by 13 years with the influential 
British firm, 2000 AD. 

He has also designed album 
sleeves for William Orbit (whose 
photo is one of the four 
selected by the gallery) and 
Asian Dub Foundation.

and DC Comics - of Superman, 
Batman and Wonder Woman 
fame - as well as lecturing at the 
London College of Fashion 
where he is Practitioner in 
Residence. 

It was only recently that he 
returned to his collection of 


negatives and thought he had 
some that could be of a wider 
interest - and they were. 

The gallery has paid for the 
four pictures it chose to be 
printed by the renowned 
Robin Bell. 

Described as being one of the 


world's finest black and white 
photographic printers, he is one 
of the few remaining profes- 
sionals who specialise in hand 
processing prints. 

Sadly for the rest of us, Steve's 
photos are not actually on 
display but locked away out of 
view. 

But he is hoping to fill some 
of the gaps on the gallery's 
walls in the future. 

“I went on the gallery website 
and noticed that some people 
were missing, for example 
Madonna,” he said. 


He has always been intrigued 
by the superstar and told the 
gallery: “A strange twist of fate 
placed us in an empty train car- 
riage to Tunbridge Wells a few 
years ago and we had a pretty 
deep conversation about life, the 
universe and everything as the 
lush, green English country- 
side rolled past the window. 

“At that point she wasn't the 
pop star, but the children's 
author and that is how I'd like 
to photograph her.”

Best foot 
forward for 
Sarah's mum 

STEPNEY resident Sarah 
Walsh is walking all the 
way to Brighton to raise 
money for Moorfields eye 
charity. 

Sarah, 29, a specialist nurse at 
Newham Hospital, knows first 
hand how a chronic eye condi- 
tion can affect health and 
well being. 

Her mum suffers from chron- 
ic glaucoma, a serious condition 
that has left her with very 
little vision and severe damage 
to the optic nerve. 

“There is no cure for glauco- 
ma, or indeed any way of revers- 
ing the optic nerve damage,” 
Sarah said. 

“The hope is with close mon- 
itoring of the pressure in her 
eyes, they can try and preserve 
the little vision my mother has. 
However, this isn't working 
and she is rapidly going blind.” 

Sarah hopes to raise at least 
£500 to support the charity to 
provide the best possible care to 
patients and allow research 
into eye conditions to continue. 

“I walk home from work 
every day, which is around six 
miles, and at the weekends I 
walk further. I can frequently be 
seen walking along the 
Regents Canal on a 15-mile 
training session,” she told East 
End Life.

Walkers stmt their stuff 
to raise cash for charity

CHARITY fundraisers will 
strut their stuff on Satur- 
day, May 9, when they 
take part in a charity walk 
with a difference. 

When Spitalfields Crypt Trust 
(SCT) asked its residents howto 
celebrate the charity's 50th 
birthday, Colin and Matti came 
up with the idea of a sponsored 
walk through east London, 
dressed in gear from local 
charity shops and markets. 

Now, the charity shop strut 
has become a reality and actress 
Barbara Windsor is due to fire 
the starting gun. 

SCT offers support, rehabili- 
tation and training services to 
people facing homelessness, 
alcohol and drug problems, 
poverty and social isolation. 

Colin was abused from the 
age of nine. At the age of 13, he 
ran away from home and soon 
found himself in the murky 
world of street prostitution. 

He turned to alcohol, which 
gave him confidence. Then he 
got involved in solvent abuse, 
recreational and harder drugs. 

“I would spend the next 23 
years in and out of hostels, 
detox and mental institutions,” 
Colin told East End Life. 

“I had eight attempts at 
rehab and was homeless.” 


In 2014, he moved off the 
streets to give sobriety anoth- 
er go. Acorn House, run by the 
trust, offered Colin the opportu- 
nity to get his life back on track 
by addressing the reasons why 
he took drugs. 

“They really care,” he said. 

“Life is worth living now. I 
attend woodwork and art class- 
es at SCT's New Hanbury Pro- 
ject and I'm also volunteering 
at Paper and Cup, a social enter- 
prise cafe. 

“I'm looking forward to my 
future. I know I will always 
have support from SCT. 

“I will hopefully be starting 
college soon to study health and 
social care because I want to 
become a project worker and help 
others on the road to recovery.” 

Matti left home after he found 
out his wife had cheated on him. 

“Just before I came to Acorn 
House, I felt hopeless,” he said. 

“I was camping out around 
Arnold Circus and I just used to 
walk up and down the streets. 
I had no place to go. 

“I sometimes went to a 
shelter but, to be honest, there 
was nothing to do there except 
drink. You could do whatever 
you wanted to do and I was 
surrounded by people on drink 
or drugs, and I didn't want to 
drink anymore. I really wanted 
to start afresh.” 




A hostel worker told Matti 
about Acorn House and he 
moved in last June. 

“I look back at the last nine 
months and I can't believe how 
far I've come,” Matti said. 

“I am learning to not be so 
fearful and angiy about the past. 
I am learning to let go and I'm 
looking forward to the future in- 
stead. I really believe that if you 
work hard you can get to where 
you want to be. I'm now study- 
ing for my GCSEs at Hackney 
Community College and one 
day I hope to go on to study 
nursing. I just feel better when 
I'm helping people.” 

A spokeswoman for SCT said: 
"Fifty years on, we still find 
the three main triggers for 
addiction are losing your job, a 
failed relationship or having 
addiction in the family. The 
former two can happen to any-

History

LAST week we saw how Sailor- 
town had emerged east of the City 
of London from the 1600s on, as 
ribbon development along the 
main routes east saw the hamlets 
of Shadwell, Limehouse and Ratcliff 
gradually merge into one. 

We know much about the economic life 
of these early East Enders from the multi- 
plicity of records kept. This was an age a 
world away from computers or typed 
records, but still - the plethora of logs of 
voters, births, deaths, marriages, hearth 
records, tax returns and ratepayers provides 
a rich seam of data. 

But what of the people themselves? A 
society doesn't live by census returns and 
grocery bills alone. What was life like in 
Sailortown for corn chandler Thomas 
Church, apothecary Mr Bateman and slop- 
seller Mrs Armstrong? A society is often seen 
most clearly in the way it takes its leisure. 

And for historian Millicent Rose the love 
of music, and in particular of amateur 
music-making, was one outstanding fea- 
ture of the early Georgian East End. It seems 
the folk song and a widespread musical 
literacy both lingered here long after they 
had begun to decline in the rest of London. 

Who knows why. Perhaps it was the con- 
stant infusion of fresh blood from the ships, 
bringing new songs and styles. Perhaps it 
was also the relatively rough and ready 
nature of public entertainment. 

The East End wasn't poor, but it didn't 
have the established grand theatres of the 
West End. The people sang and played in 
taverns and inns instead, and from these 
would emerge the peculiarly East End tradi- 
tion of the music halls in the 19th century. 

Digging into the ballads of the time, such 
as The Cruel Cooper of Ratcliff, gives a high- 
ly coloured flavour of East End life of the 
time. There are tales of drunken and 
abusive husbands, sailors 
being tricked and 
robbed by cunning 
prostitutes, 
unfaithful wives, 
deaths at sea. 

The songs 
may of course 
be unrepresen- 
tative of daily 
life but they give 
a flavour of 
Sailortown 
nonetheless. 

The wealthy 
merchants and 
emerging mid- 
dle class in this 
earliest London 
suburb weren't 
spending all

their time swilling ale. Wills and diaries 
provide fascinating evidence of what East 
Enders were passing on to their heirs - and 
so what they valued. 

Households had teapots, china cups and 
saucers, sugar bowls and silver. Nobody 
grabbed a coffee' on their way to work; the 
drinking of tea and coffee were recent, elab- 
orate rituals, rather like cracking open a bot- 
tle of champagne today. 

The accoutrements were expensive, a sign 
of social arrival, and so were the backgam- 
mon, chess and draughts tables, the choco- 
late pots, the caged birds (perhaps 
something exotic that had been delivered 
from a ship out of the West Indies) and the 
increasingly fancy guns and spy glasses. 

Exotic arrivals could also be espied at 
Charles Jamrach's notorious menagerie 
off the Ratcliff Highway, where the drama 
was occasionally heightened by the escape 
of a lion or a python. 

And if the East End got too much (the 
noise, smell and sheer cmsh of people would 
be a shock to modern sensibilities) then the 
middle classes might ride out to the coun- 
tryside of Middlesex just to the east, or cross 
the River Lea into Essex. 

While London was becoming the biggest 
city on Earth, it was still a small town by 
modern standards, and the Sailortown 
middle classes could ride out and take the 
air. They did, after all, care for their health. 

Life was getting shorter (a rich and 
alcohol-fuelled city diet light on fresh fruit 
and veg, plus the likelihood of catching 
something nasty from your neighbours, saw 
to that). 


But the Spa in Love Lane could be one 
remedy. Here Mr Berry had found a spring 
of water “the colour of brandy... fine and 
clear and on tasting found to be of a min- 
eral quality'', which promised a way to flush 
out the poisons. 

“Taken internally, it vomits gently/' was 
the promise. It sounds, and probably tast- 
ed, disgusting. That presumably was how 
the people knew it was doing them good. 

Even the lowest middle-class house had 
a servant. For domestic life was labour in- 
tensive. Coal had to carried into the house, 
so did clean water. Ashes had to be carried 
out. Smoky walls had to be washed down 
once a week. Linen had to be washed by 
hand in vast 'coppers', silver had to be pol- 
ished, shopping had to be collected from 
the grocer, chandler, butcher and milliner. 

An analysis by historian Peter Earle 
shows over half the households had at least 
one servant; the wealthier would also 
have chambermaids, cooks or gardeners. 

The evidence, as ever, is in the tax 
records. We complain about tax today, but 
in the late 18th century, you would also be 
taxed on your servants. And in 1780, more 
than 2,800 men and women in Middlesex 
paid that servant tax. Women worked of 
course. 

Traditional ideas of 'housewives' as part 
of a nuclear family are historically 
recent - most would work as servants 
before they married (and probably after too, 
childbirth permitting). 

And, as ever in the East End, immigra- 
tion played a huge part. The 1660 Naviga- 
tion Acts tried to 'strengthen' the British 
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maritime industry by stipulating the mas- 
ter and at least three quarters of the crew 
of British ships bringing in goods from Asia 
had to be British. 

So 25 per cent of each crew were not, and 
that meant thousands of 'Lascars' (Burmese, 
Malay, Bengali and Chinese seamen) were 
passing through Sailortown each year. 

Many stayed, settled, intermarried, and 
Chinatown (and other long-lost quarters) 
was born. They even had nascent buy-to- 
let landlords getting rich off the wages of 
poor immigrants. The Chinese-born John 
Anthony made his fortune housing Lascar 
seamen and his brother-in-law, Abraham 
Gale, was paid £177,958 in rents over a 
period of just ten years. 

Sailortown vessels were now sailing 
out to Russia, Newfoundland and Hudson's 
Bay, to the Antarctic... London was at the 
centre of the world and it made some 
unlikely fortunes. 

The Mellish family were wholesale 
butchers in Shadwell from 1740 to 1867. But 
not many butchers today would also be 
sending 20 whaling ships to Greenland and 
the South Seas. 

William Mellish died in 1834 possessing 
£3m... and most of the Isle of Dogs. As one 
writer observed, “everything that can be 
bought, desired or imagined flows through 
the port of London''.

ALL Tower Hamlets roads 9 
other than red routes, 
were given a 2omph speed 
limit on Monday, April 13. 

Signs and road markings 
indicating the new limit are 
being erected. This should take 
around six weeks when a full 
promotional campaign will be 
launched. 

The limit was introduced fol- 
lowing a public consultation in 
October last year. Eighty per cent 
of respondents were in favour 
of reducing the speed limit 
across all of the borough's non- 
red route roads. 

The council also consulted 
with the emergency services, 
neighbouring boroughs, local 
business groups and Transport 
for London (TfL). 

TfL signalled its support by 


announcing that Commercial 
Street - operated by TfL and not 
the council - will become 
2omph to coincide with the 
borough-wide implementation. 

All councils have an obligation 
to manage and improve road 
safety - many urban local 
authorities have introduced 
2omph zones to help moderate 
the speed of motor vehicles 
and reduce accident rates. 

The Royal Society for the 
Prevention of Accidents says 
that, if a pedestrian is hit by a 
vehicle travelling at 2omph, 
there is a less than three per cent 
chance that they will be fatal- 
ly injured, compared to a 20 per 
cent chance at 3omph. 

The council is also keen to use 
the limit to encourage resi- 
dents to choose healthy travel 
options like walking and cycling. 

It is hoping to address safety 


while dealing with increases in 
traffic volumes, and the num- 
bers of cyclists and pedestrians. 

Leon Daniels, managing 
director of surface transport at 
TfL, said: "We are working 
extremely closely with all Lon- 
don boroughs to help reduce the 
number of road casualties that 
occur. Implementing 2omph 
speed limits forms a key part 
of our work to make central 
London safer and more attrac- 
tive for all." 

Jeremy Leach, London cam- 
paign co-ordinator for 20's Plen- 
ty For Us, said: "It is fantastic 
news that Tower Hamlets has 
become a 2omph borough. 

"By summer 2015, eight of the 
13 inner London boroughs will 
have a 2omph speed limit and 
almost three million Londoners 
will be living on streets with 
2omph limits."

Four centuries 


ON this month’s walk, you’ll 
encounter Salvation Army founder 
William Booth, explorer Captain 
Cook, and the Charrington’s brew- 
ing empire. And the street names - 
Cephas Avenue, Bellevue Place, Mile 
End Waste, Assembly Passage - 
carry the echo of history. 

From Stepney Green station - opened in 
1902 as part of the Whitechapel and Bow 
Railway - skirt left into Globe Road. Escape 
the traffic by cutting left under Withy 
House. As you head around the green 
beyond, there's a glimpse of Osier Court - a 
delightful Art Deco block. 

Cephas Avenue terraces march towards 
the former St Peter's Church (1), built in 1838 
in pale Suffolk brick - matched by the 
adjacent vicarage and school - and converted 
into housing in 2001. The street name of 
Cephas means rock, a name attributed to the 
apostle Peter. 

The blossoming street trees add splash- 
es of pink and white. From Cephas Street, 
wind left through Coopers Close, your route 
narrowing to a footpath. As you emerge on 
to Cleveland Way there's a chance to peer 
at Bellevue Place (2), a verdant enclave of 
Georgian cottages tucked behind a wood- 
en doorway. 

Vawdrey Close 
is home to the 
Toby Club; now 
council offices, 
it was set up as 
a social club

Charrington's. Two cheery Toby jugs 
depict Toby Ale, one of their main brews. 

Further on, the rear corner of Trinity 
Green chapel incorporates boundary stones, 
marking the division between MEOT - or 
Mile End Old Town - and St Matthew's 
Bethnal Green. 

Changes are afoot in Cambridge Heath 
Road, with Crossrail excavations in progress, 
and Sainsbury's due to be remodelled as 
Whitechapel Square, with new homes and 
a public plaza. 

Standing at the corner, the White Hart (3) 
- inset with finely carved panels and 
crowned by a cupola - has its own micro- 
brewery, One Mile End; as you pass, you 
might get a waft of Hospital Porter or Dock- 
er's Delight in the making. 

By this crossroads - exactly one mile 
distant from the City wall at Aldgate - the 
Mile End tollgate once stood. The road 
widens out to form Mile End Waste. 

Shaded by an avenue of plane trees, there 
are two memorials - first a bronze bust and 
later a preaching figure - to 
William Booth (4). In 
July 1865, he

chose this spot beside the now-gone Vine 
Tavern to preach from a wooden platform. 
From that modest start, his 'Salvation Army' 
grew into a worldwide organisation. 

There's a fancy mix of arches and bows 
at No 27a (5). Built in 1905 for the Albion 
Brewery's engineer - the double doors led 
to the motor trolley shed - it has recently 
been converted by Soho House into a 
burger-and-chicken joint. 

Next, peek through the railings of 


Trinity Green (6). A central lawn is framed 
by tiny almshouses, built in 1695 under 
the will of sea captain Henry Mudd for 
“28 decay'd Masters and Comanders of 
Ships or ye Widows of such". Model galleons 
project from the front. 

Charis - a residential alcohol and drug 
therapy unit - stands on the site of the Great 
Assembly Hall established by Frederick 
Charrington; a member of the wealthy 
brewing family, he renounced his inheritance

of history revealed 



and turned to temperance campaigning. 

He's one of many notable figures 
depicted in the eye-catching Whitechapel 
mural ( 7 ), commissioned by solicitors 
TV Edwards. The centuries swirl together, 
forming curious combinations; diarist 
Samuel Pepys chats with poet Isaac Rosen- 
berg and Lenin stands beside Joseph Mer- 
rick 'the Elephant Man'. Mahatma Gandhi, 
the Krays, and the Queen add to the mix. 

Just beyond Booth's statue, cross over. A 
long slate panel recalls Captain James Cook 
- circumnavigator, explorer and surveyor of 
Australia, New Zealand and America - who 
lived at a house on this site for four years. 

The terrace of shops here was sensitive- 
ly renovated as part of the High Street 2012 
overhaul, with tastefully painted signage, 
cleaned brickwork, and reinstated stone balls. 

Opposite, a colossal tower tops the former 
Wickham's department store, once dubbed 
the 'Selfridges of the East End'. It's now the 
Water Lily banqueting complex, with shops 
underneath, and is floodlit at night. 

Keeping south, you head through an 



archway - sandwiched between a bookshop 
and cafe - into cobbled Assembly Passage 
(8). As its name suggests, this was once a 
gathering place for political meetings. Nip 
into the East End Thrift Store - a depot 
packed with second-hand clothes. Fill a 
bag with tops and jeans, or cherry-pick a 
few more select items. 

At Redmans Road mini-roundabout, 
detour left into Beveridge Mews. This social 
housing project, set around a community 
garden, is remarkable for its timber tile 
cladding and stepped roofline. 

Retrace a few steps to the Stifford Centre 
- a base for the health trainer team, a 
lunch club, volunteering projects and youth 
activities. 

The buildings on your left - Cressy and 
Dunstan Houses (9) - were built by the 
East End Dwellings Company, one of 
several philanthropic housing organisa- 
tions active in Victorian times. With fiery 
red bricks and copper dome, Dunstan House 
was home to anarchist and editor Rudolph 
Rocker, a key figure in the tailors' strike of 1912. 



A series of linear greens form Stepney 
Green Gardens. Wander through the north- 
ernmost section - beside a daffodil wave - 
with fine houses behind. No 37 is Stepney's 
oldest house (10), built in 1694 and occupied 
by Lady Mary Gayer, an East India merchant's 
widow, whose initials are wrought into the 
gateway. It later served as a Jewish care home, 
craft school and council offices, before 
reverting in a family house. 

Roland House - note the flagpole - was 
bequeathed to the Scouts of east London by 
Roland Phillips, following his death at the 
Somme. The blue-brick road surfacing 
continues along Hayfield Passage; these Tees 
Scoriae setts, made from iron foundry slag, 
become lustrous when wet. 

Across Mile End Road, the Anchor Retail 
Park occupies the footprint of Charrington's 
Anchor Brewery (11). The curving corner 
offices are all that remains of the vast 
complex of brew-houses. 

In its heyday, this was London's second 
largest brewery; imagine the malty aromas 
of Anchor Stout and Toby Ale. 

With such an empire, the Charrington 
family became wealthy; Harry Charrington 
lived at Malplaquet House - one of the 
two spectacular 1740s houses in the next 
block, cloaked in lush greenery and 
guarded by eagles. 

The former Mile End public baths - 
designed with classical touches in 1930, and 
later brightened with a curved-glass column 
- is now Positive East's Globe Centre (12), 
supporting those with HIV. 

It's a remarkable building with which 
to end your walk back at Stepney Green 
station. 
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Crossing the country 

Tehran-born singer Sami Yusufs 
tour visits Birmingham, Luton, 
Glasgow and the Troxy in Limehouse.

Emotive exhibition set

A LIFE-SIZED replica of 
Anne Frank’s bedroom 
forms the centrepiece of 
an emotive exhibition 
about to open its doors in 
Whitechapel. 

Anne Frank and You, which 
starts at Idea Store Whitechapel 
on Saturday, April 25, tells the 
remarkable story of the young 
girl's life and her world-famous 
diary. 

In the summer of 1942, Anne 
Frank (pictured below right) 
started to document her daily re- 
flections in The Diary of A Young 
Girl while hiding with her fam- 
ily from the Nazis in Amsterdam. 

Anne was captured two years 
later and died from starvation 
and disease at Bergen-Belsen 
concentration camp in 1945, at 
the age of 15. 

Since it was first published in 
1947, her diary has sold over 30 
million copies and been trans- 
lated into 67 languages. 

The mixed media show 
arrives in the borough shortly 
after the 70th anniversary of her 
death on April 14. 

The Anne Frank Trust UK's 
flagship collection- which has 
toured the country - seeks to 
present lessons of Frank's 
story for the 21st century, 



The Anne Frank and You interactive exhibition aims to explore the impact of racism today 


encouraging visitors to challenge 
ideas of prejudice and hatred. 

The display includes interac- 
tive panels that explore the im- 
pact of racism today, with 
contemporary reflections in- 
cluding the murder of Stephen 
Lawrence and the topic of 
racism in football.

Eating out, eating in 


The future’s bright... 
the future’s orange 



Jago offers great food in a funky setting 


BY GORDON BLUE 


HANBURY Street is a bit 
of a mixed bag of shops 
and cafes but Jago is a 
shocker, an orange and 
glass facade, its edifice 
bulbously extruding above 
the busy thoroughfare. 

Inside is no less space age and 
your eye is automatically drawn 
to the cocktail bar (well, mine 
is anyway). 

I settle in with a Gibson; odd- 
ly the precise hair of the dog 
from the night before and a 
wonderful martini reminiscent 
of liquid Monster Munch due to 
the baby pearl, silverskin onions 
that lend it its piquancy 

The menu is the familiar mix 
of small and large plates, which 
always leaves me a little 
confused on the pressing 
matter of whether I'm going to 
get enough to eat. 

With bread not complimen- 
tary (my only quibble, under- 
standable for bar snacks but not 
when in the restaurant) I don't 
have this staple fall back, but my 
worry proves futile. 

Small plates of sardines on 


toast and scallops are both lip- 
smackingly special. The sar- 
dines were almost creamy and 
cevichey in style they were so 
fresh, and the scallops were 
meaty, plump and generous in 
size (including the coral: shows 
the freshness of these babies). 

My main of pumpkin and 
celeriac gratin with chicory 
salad was not quite as healthy 


as one might think. The gratin 
was unctuous in its deep, 
creamy sauce, the gruyere lend- 
ing an earthiness that had me 
rolling my eyes. 

My friend's roasted haddock 
with samphire and cashew 
butter was cooked to perfection 
and an interesting use of in- 
gredients. 

The nut butters, perfectly 


prepared veg and attention to 
detail reminded us a little of 
Lyle's (new favourite) on Beth- 
nal Green Road, but with a 
space-age twist. 

And so to dessert. I can de- 
scribe this in detail as I'm still 
having flashbacks a week on: 
'chocolate tart' in no way gives 
credit to the slick of cocoa kick, 
so well tempered that you could 
pretty much see your face in it. 

You could palpably feel the 
friendship start to falter as we 
continued to chat and laugh 
while all eyes were actually on 
the tart, and it's diminishing por- 
tion size, that we agreed to 
share in a moment of madness. 

Sleight of hand, distraction 
techniques and subliminal 
systems were all attempted to 
confuse and trick, but there 
was no way either of us was 
leaving without our cocoa 
quotient. 

All of the above was washed 
down with a decent Gaillac 
Blanc for a little over £80 in- 
cluding service. Not bad in- 
cluding a martini with onions.

It's all about that 
basil, no trouble 


YOU can buy readymade 
pesto from supermarkets. 

It is a traditional Italian sauce 
that can be used with pasta or 
to top pizzas or make a toasted 
sandwich more tangy. But 
making your own is easy and 
cheaper too. 

The recipe that is most fa- 
miliar uses fresh basil, pine 
nuts and parmesan cheese. You 
can use many other things as 
well, so why not experiment. 

At Southern Grove Commu- 
nity Centre this week we had 
jacket sweet potatoes (cut fist 
sized and baked in the oven for 
about 45 minutes or until they 


are soft right through). We ate 
these with pesto made in ex- 
actly the way described below 
but using spinach, sunflower 
seeds and strong cheddar 
cheese. 

I have tried several other 
variations using the remains of 
bagged salads or rocket. I even 
tried using flat round nastur- 
tium leaves (it was a bit earthy, 
but I loved the pepperiness). 
Change the cheese or nuts you 
use for more variations. 

I am going to forage some 
wild garlic grass from Tower 
Hamlets Cemetery Park and 
see how that turns out. 


Homemade pesto 

Ingredients 

1 bunch of basil 

4 cloves of crushed garlic 

50g of parmesan cheese 

Handful of pine nuts 

Sea salt and white pepper 
to season 

Method 

1. Chop the basil into small bits 
and add salt, white pepper 
and garlic. 

2. Using a blender or pestle 
and mortar, reduce the leaves to 
a mulch with a generous glug 
of olive oil. 

3. Mix in the pine nuts (you 
might like to toast these a little 

bit to add a burnt hint of a taste 

- not too much or it will be bit- 
ter) and grated parmesan. A 
dribble of cold water can be used 
to help to get your preferred 
paste or sauce consistency. 

4. Pop the mixture in a sterilised 
jar and keep in the fridge. It 
should last for about a week.

AT long last, spring has sprung and we 
are enjoying longer days and even 
some sunshine and warmth. 

Now is the perfect time for sowing and plant- 
ing. Perfect crops, which are easy to grow and 
also look attractive, are mange tout and sugar 
snap peas. Both are climbers and need support 
in the form of a climbing frame or wigwam, and 
both can be sown in containers. 

Plant each seed about 5cm (2m) deep and about 
10cm (4m) apart in double rows. Insert supports 
around the plants to allow them to climb and 
keep watering regularly. 

Mange tout means 'eat all' in French so there 
is no waste. With a delicious, sweet flavour, they 
are ideal in salads, stir fries or, even better, straight 
off the plant! 

They should be picked regularly, when small, 
for the best flavour. Unlike sugar snap peas, the 
pods do not fill out. Sugar snaps, as the name 



suggests, are sweeter and should be picked as 
soon as the pods plump out when they make a 
characteristic 'snapping' sound when bent. 

Now is also a good time to plant summer flow- 
ering bulbs such as lilies and nerines outdoors. 
Again, these can be planted in containers as well 
as directly into well-mulched soil. 

Whatever you plan, enjoy the start of what 
hopefully will be a great growing season.

A PILOT project to reward 
households in Shadwell 
for composting their 
food waste and recycling 
used cooking oil has 
been launched at St Paul’s 
Primary School. 

St Paul's is one of four com- 
munity projects and schools 
set to benefit from donations 
through the scheme, as well as 
Shapla Primary School, the St 
George Greening Project and St 
George Seniors Club. 

Residents earn donations 
for local projects by using both 
new and existing recycling 


facilities, including a new food 
waste composting service. 

Food waste will be processed 
and turned into compost for 
use on the St George's Estate com- 
munity gardens and orchard. 
Residents can also earn points by 
properly disposing of used cook- 
ing oil, recycling bulky waste and 
acting as recycling champions. 

Paul Wilson, community 
engagement manager at East- 
end Homes, said: ''Pouring used 
cooking oil down the drain has 
caused blockages and mainte- 
nance issues in our properties 
so we're delighted to see resi- 
dents being given an incentive 
to change their behaviour. 


''This a great way to help res- 
idents reduce the amount they 
are throwing away, while giv- 
ing back to the community 
through charity donations."

Permit Transfer Scheme: 
for residents moving to 
3 bedroom or larger social 
rented car free homes 

The Mayor of Tower Hamlets introduced 
the new Permit Transfer Scheme (PTS) 
to operate from 5 September 201 1 to 
help to reduce the levels of 
overcrowding in social rented housing in 
the borough. The PTS helps some 
families move to larger social rented car 
free homes by allowing them to retain 
one on-street resident car parking 
permit subject to the PTS criteria as 
outlined below being met. The PTS is a 
change in the operation of the Councils 
existing on-street Residents Parking 
Permit Scheme. 


CAR FREE HOMES 


No on-street residents' parking permits issued 


The Council's 'car free homes' planning 
policy was introduced in Tower Hamlets in 
the late 1 990s to help reduce traffic 
congestion and better manage the limited 
supply of on-street parking spaces. This 
initiative also helps to reduce the level of air 
pollution from motor vehicles and 
encourages more people to walk, cycle and 
go by public transport. 

The Transport for London (TfL) Cycle Hire 
scheme (www.tfl.gov.uk/cycling) and local pay- 
as-you-go car clubs (www.carplus.org.uk) are 
also now available in Tower Hamlets to help 
you get around in healthier, greener ways. 

If you live in a car free home, you will not be 
able to apply for on-street residents' car parking 
permits, unless you hold a disabled driver's 
blue badge or are eligible under the Permit 


Transfer Scheme (PTS), which is targeted at 
social rented housing residents. The criteria for 
the PTS is as follows: 

1 . applies to residents moving to 3 bedroom or 
larger social rented car free homes; 

2. only one on-street resident parking permit 
per household is permitted; 

3. you must have held your on-street car 
parking permit for at least 1 year prior to 
moving home; 

4. your on-street parking permit must be 
renewed and not lapse to remain eligible 

under the scheme; 

5. the tenant is responsible for providing proof 
of PTS eligibility to Parking Services (including 
a duly signed and dated Tower Hamlets Homes 
or housing association approved tenancy 
agreement); and 


6. the PTS was introduced on (and operates 
from) 5 September 201 1 by Tower Hamlets 
Council and is not retrospective . 

Residents in car free homes can apply for a 
temporary parking permit for visiting trades 
people for £5 a day. To qualify, written proof of 
the work to be carried out must be provided, 
along with the vehicle's details. Each home can 
apply for a maximum of 20 one-day-permits 
within a 6 month period. 

Alternatively, scratchcards are available for 
trades people and visitors, providing parking for 
up to five hours on weekdays and all day on 
weekends. Households can apply for up to 3 
books of 10 scratchcards per year. For permit

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Health Assessments 


Every year we receive many housing transfer applications based on medical needs, i.e. cases where residents wish to move to another 
property because of their medical problems and consider their current home to be unsuitable. 

In order to assess each medical case correctly, all medical applications are assessed by independent health advisors. Once the health advisor has 
assessed the case they will notify us of their recommendation which will be considered by the lettings team. We will inform the applicant of the 

decision, if a medical priority has been awarded. 

We have published examples of cases where a medical priority has been awarded and some where a medical application has been refused. 
This will give you a better understanding of the type of medical applications we receive and how they are assessed.

Case Types 


We have given some examples of cases where a health assessment has taken 
place to give you an idea of how a priority may be awarded. We keep in mind the 
nature of the health problem and whether the home they live in is suitable. 

REJECTED 

Applicant recently had a caesarean section. 

This is a common operation for which full recovery is expected. It is not a 
long term substantial illness or disability. The applicants housing would not 
be a factor so we would not consider it for an assessment. 

Applicant's asthma is made worse by other family members cigarette smoke 

This is a lifestyle rather than a medical issue. The applicant will suffer from 
asthma wherever they live and unless the family members stop smoking in 
the home it will continue to be an issue. We would not consider this for an 
assessment. 

NO PRIORITY 

Applicant complaining of back pain. Currently lives in a 2 bed, 3rd floor flat 
with 2 children under 10. 

An OT (occupational therapist) assessment took place. The flat is served by a 
lift and is on one level with no internal stairs. Therefore the flat is deemed as 
suitable and no priority is awarded. 

Applicant has asthma. Currently lives in a 3 bed, 3rd floor un-lifted flat with 
spouse and 4 children. 

The evidence provided gave the medication the applicant was on and the 
doctor who assessed the case felt that the Asthma is currently well 
controlled. There are no reasons why the applicant cannot manage the stairs. 
Therefore no priority is awarded. 

Applicant in 30s diagnosed with arthritis. Current home is a 2 bed 1st floor 
flat. 

An OT assessment took place. The applicant was able to get into their own 
home and move around it unassisted. Therefore no priority was awarded. 

Applicant claims to suffer from recurrent chest infections. Current home is 
a 1 bed, 4th floor lifted flat. 

Current illness is relatively minor in nature and is treated by standard 
medication. They have a lift. Therefore no priority is awarded. 

EXTENUATING 

Applicant is in their late 50s and suffering from severe osteo-arthritis. 
Current home is on the ground floor with four steps to the front door. 

This illness is long term and getting around will get harder with time. They 
cannot manage the four steps so cannot get in or out of the home. A home 
with no steps inside or outside is needed. It does not have to be ground floor 
provided there is a lift. Therefore extenuating priority is awarded. 

10 year old child with congenital heart defect and epilepsy. Currently resides 
with his parents in his grandparent's house. The house is overcrowded to the 
extent that there is no room for essential medical equipment. 

Space is required for the medical equipment for this illness which is severe 
and long term. The house is not suitable and so extenuating priority is 
awarded. 

4 year old child with cerebral palsy. Currently lives in a two bed flat with 
parents and 2 siblings. 

An OT assessment took place. They confirmed that the current home cannot 
be adapted. Therefore the home is not suitable for the child and extenuating 
priority is awarded. 

Mother of 40 shares bedroom with daughter. One son. She has enduring 
mental health problems, including bi-polar disorder. Currently lives in 2 bed 
home. 

The nature of her mental illness is such that she needs her own bedroom 
and the overcrowding would affect her mental state. The home is unsuitable 
because they need an extra bedroom therefore extenuating priority is 
awarded. 

EMERGENCY 

Applicant in their 30s has undergone below-knee amputation because of 
bone tumour and is currently undergoing chemotherapy. Family home is an 
un lifted maisonette above the ground floor, with bathroom and toilet 
upstairs. 

Applicant cannot get upstairs so the hospital will not be able to release them 
as the home is unsuitable. Therefore emergency priority is awarded. 

Applicant in their mid 20s has inoperable cancer, currently undergoing 
radical radiotherapy with care from a known hospice. Current home is on 
the 3rd floor and un-lifted. 

The hospice cannot release them as the home is unsuitable and emergency 
priority is awarded.

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Lee set fox Billy 

Joe showdown 

Bow-born world champion lines up bumper payday

ANDY Lee and Billy Joe 
Saunders look set for a 
summer showdown in the 
biggest ever world title 
fight between two boxers 
from the travelling 
community. 

Bow-born Lee, who won the 
WBO middleweight title in 
December, has been told his next 
defence is against Saunders, 
trained by east London's Jimmy 
Tibbs. 

Such would be the likely 
interest in the fight, the pair 
could share in one of the 
richest domestic world title 
fights in domestic boxing 
history. 

And for 30-year-old Lee, a 
former member of Bethnal 
Green's Repton Club who 
now splits his time between 
Limerick in Ireland and the 
American city of Detroit, this is 
a real-life Rocky story that 


will represent a remarkable 
turnaround in his career. Ten 
months ago Lee was staring at 
the end of the road, his career 
was all but over. 

But his trainer, Andy Booth, 
sat him down before his fight 
with John Jackson and warned 
him that if he didn't win it 
would be time to hang up his 
gloves. 

Not only did Lee win in style, 
he then went on to Las Vegas 
before Christmas to destroy 
the previously unbeaten Russ- 
ian Matt Korobov and a new 
WBO middleweight champion 
of the world was crowned. 

On Saturday, April 12, Lee 
should have defended his title 
against former champion Peter 
Ouillin in New York, but the 
challenger - 31 fights unbeaten 
-failed to make the weight and, 
instead of a title defence, the 
fight became a non-title bout. 

Lee survived two early 
knockdowns to draw with 


Ouillin and remain unbeaten 
since 2012. 

Lee was down in the first and 
third rounds but floored the 
American boxer for the first time 
in his career in the seventh. 

Lee admitted: “It was a tough 
fight. He dropped me at the start 
because I was lazy. I had the 
momentum late on. 

“I understand, with two 
knockdowns people may have 
thought he won, but I could have 
done better.'' 

Saunders is the mandatory 
challenger and this is one fight 
that the travelling community 
will help to make a sellout 
wherever it is staged. 

It will be just desserts for Lee, 
who left England to carve out 
his future on the streets of 
Detroit. 

He was trained by legendary 
Emanuel Steward at his 
famous Kronk gym and Amer- 
ican promoter Lou Di Bella said 
he is a superstar in the making.
